Eight to 12 Districts. 
Under the home loan act a sys- 
tem of from eight to 12 home ‘oan, 
bank districts would be created, 
under the supervision of a board 
of five men to be appointed by the 
President. 

The board would designate one 
city in each district as the site of 
a home loan bank, which would be 
under the direction of 11 directors. 
Each bank would have a minimum 
capitalization of $5,000,000, with 
a total possible subscription by the 
United States of $125,000,000 held 
ready by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

The full text of the President's 
statement follows: 

“I have today signed the nome 
loan bank bill. This institution has 
been created on the general ‘ines 
advocated by me in a statement 
to the press on Nov. 43 last. It is 
the outcome of the national con- 
ference on home ownership which 
represented every part of the 
country. 

Its purpose is to establish a4 
series of discount banks for home 
mortgages, performing a function 
for home owners somewhat similar 
to that performed in the commer- 
cial field by the Federal Reserve 
banks through their discount facili- 
ties. : 
To Issue Débentures. 


“There are to be eight to 12 such 
banks established in different parts 
ot the country, with a total capital 
of $125,000,000 to be initially sub- 
scribed by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. | 

- “Building and loan associations, 
savings banks, insurance compa- 
nies, etc., are to be eligible for 
membership in the system. Mem- 
ber institutions are required to sub- 
scribe for stock of the home loan 
banks and to absorb gradually the 
capital, and they may borrow from 
the banks upon their notes, to be 
secured by the collateral of sound 
home mortgages. 

“The home loan banks are in 
turn to obtain the resources re- 
quired by them through the issue 
of debentures and notes. These 
notes have back of them the obli- 
gation of the members, the mort- 
gages pledged as securities of such 
obligations and the capital of the 
home loan banks themselves. The 
debentures and notes thus have a 
triple security.

Coast on Way From Ger- 
many to Chicago.

REYKJAIK, Iceland, July 22.— 
Capt. Wolfgang von Gronau, who 
took off from the Isle of Sylt, Ger- 


many, this morning for a flight by 
stages across the Atlantic to Chi- 
cago, landed tonight at Seydisfjoer- 
dur, on the east coast of Iceland. 

He had intended to make Rey- 

| kjavik his first stop, but shortly 
before he came down he sent a 
radio message saying it would be 
necessary for him to stop short of 
his goal because of fog and the 
jossibility of fuel shortage. 
He was accompanied in his sea- 
plane, known as the Greenland 
Wal, by a crew of three, including 
a second pilot, a mechanic and ra- 
dio operator.

WASHINGTON, July 22. — The 
unemployment relief bill was signed 


yesterday by President Hoover,

Hoover delayed final approval of 
the bill several days after he pub- 
licly called it a step toward re- 
covery.“ One reason for the post- 
ponbment was to let the corpora- 
tion prepare for a flood of loan 
applications already on the way to 
the capital. 

Main Items in Act. 

The new law makes $300,000,000 
available for loans to states to re- 
lieve unemployment distress; in- 
creases funds of the corporation 
from $2,000,000,000 to $3,800,000,- 
000; allocates $1,500,000;000 for 
public construction and self-liqui- 
dating private loans, the financing 
of agriculture through credit cor- 
porations: allows $120,000,000 for 
Federal highway aid advances to 
states: permits expenditure of $16,- 
000,000 on national parks and for- 
est roads and trails; makes possible 
the use of $186,224,000 public 
buildings and waterway inrprove- 
ment when the Treasury condition 
permits. 

Likewise, it lets the Federal Re- 
serve Banks, subject to approval 
of the Reserve Board. discount eli- 
gible paper for individuals and cor- 
porations.

Attitude Is Incompatible 
With Sentiments of Na- 
tional Honor and World

GENEVA, Switzerland, July 22. — 
Count Rudolph Nadolny. Germany's 
delegate, informed the world 
disarmament. conference today 
that his country will not par- 
ticipate in further deliberations 
after this summer's recess unless 


the conference clearly recognizes 


Germany's right to a position of 
equality among the other nations 
of the world. 

“The right of equality,” he said, 
“is a fundamental pfinciple on 
which the League of Nations reste. 

„It this conference wants to es- 
tablish the rules and principles of 
general disarmament and at the 
same time excludes Germany or 
other states from these rules and 
principles, subjecting any state to 
discrimination, such an attitude 
would de in compatible with senti- 
ments of national honor and inter- 
ntional justice.“ 

“Makes Useful Work Impossible.” 

The draft resolution with which 
the conference proposes to termi- 
nate the first phase of ita work 
takes no account of the German po- 
sition, he said. - 

“The work of this conference has 
given the impression that this nec- 
essary condition is not yet under- 
stood or not yet admitted by all 
the ae Governments,” he 
said. “The. rman ‘Government 
considers that this uncertainty re- 
garding one of the fundamental 
problems of disarmament . makes 
afiy. useful work impossible.

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MILWAUKEE, July 22.—A run’ 
on the smaller banks of Milwaukee 


and its suburbs, caused by the clos- 
ing of four banks in two days, was 
halted this week when the State 
Banking C issioner declared a 
moratorium on deposits in eight 
banks, acting under authority con- 
ferred by the last regular sessien of 
the Legislature. 

The deposits of the four closed 
banks total $3,233,772; those of 
seven of the other banks operat- 
ing under the moratorium total 
about $10,000,000. All told, $13,- 
000.000 of Milwaukee’s monty is 
tied up, including $201,140 of city 
funds and $1,024,678 of county 
funds. 

The plight of numerous banks 
througheut the State was one of 
the problems which confronted the 
Legislature fh 1931. The Sfate 
banking law was rewritten and a 
board of review was created to ad- 
vise the commissioner. The old law 
contained a provision that the com- 
missioner could approve any stabil- 
ization plan agreed to by a 
and 80 per cent of its depositors. 
The Legislature added a duration 
of the dep on” provision (good 
for two years only) that any sta- 
bilization plan agreed to by the 
bank and any part of the deposi- 
tors and unsecured creditors could 
be approved by the commissioner 
if, in his judgment, it was for the 
best interests of all concerned. 

How the Pian 

Under this plan, the banking 
board of review and the commis- 
sioner have been working very ac- 
tively to prevent bank failures. In 
many villages and cities of the 
State, when banks have appeared 
on the verge of closing due to froz- 
en assets and steady drains of de- 
posits, a flying squadron of State 
banking officials has descended up- 
on the town. The village president 
or city Mayor is induced to declare 
a legal holiday for any necessary 
perſod from a day to a week to 
make it unnecessary for a bank to 
open. The flying squadron. calls 
the depositors of the shaky bank 
into a meeting. explains the situa- 
tion and offers to try to save the 
bank if the depositors will sign 
waivers. 

The waivers are agreements by 
depositors to aecept their money 
in installments over a period of 36 
. months. In emérgencies, the Com- 
missioner has accepted waivers on 
as little as 10 per cent ot the de- 
posits as a basis for a moratorium. 
The bank directors, if feasible, may 
hasten the payments and if at any 
time the bank appears to be in 
good condition the waiver plan may 
be dropped. The deposits bear 
three per cent interest from the 
date of the waivers. The banks 
continue in business and all depos- 
ite made after the waiver date are 
segregated and subject to ordinary 
withdrawal. 

How the Trouble Developed. 

The so-called moratorium or 
watver plan, was not used in any 
large town until about a week ago, 
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largest city of the State, called for 
help.

ship on more favorable terms than 
exist today. 

The immediate credit situation 
has for the time being in many 
parts of the country restricted the 
activities of building and loan as- 
sociations, savings banks and other 
institutions making loans for home 
purposes, in such fashion that they 
are not only unable to extend credit 
for the acquirement of new homes, 
but in thousands of instances they 
have been unable to renew éxist- 
ing mortgages with resultant fore- 
closures and great hardships. 

Shortage in Homes. 

“A considerable part of our un- 
employment is due to stagnation in 
residential construction. There has 
been over-building in certain local- 
ities in boom years, but there has 
been far less than normal con- 
struction of new homes for three 
years in pace with the increase of 
population and there is thus a 
shortage which, while now obscyred 
by present huddling, will become 
evident with the first stage of re- 
covery. 

“Nearly 200,000 new homes are 
erected annually in normal times, 
which with initial furnishing con- 
tribute $2,000,000,000 to construc- 
tion and other indstries. 

“A survey by the Department of 
Commerce shows that there are lo- 
calities in which there is today an 
immediate demand for homes 
amounting from $300,000,000 to 
$500,000,000, which could be un- 
dertaken at once if financing were 
available. Thus the institution 
should serve to immediately in- 
crease emlpoyment. 

“In the long view we need at all 
times to encourage home ownership 
and for such encouragement it 
must be possible for home owners 
to obtain long-term loans payable 
in installments. 

A Backward Step. 

„These institutions should pro- 
vide the method for bringing into 
continuous and steady action the 


great home loaning associations 


which is so greatly restricted due 
to present pressures. 

There was attached to the bill 
by the Congress a rider for the 
limited extension of the old na- 
tional bank currency. I am ad- 
vised by the Treasury that in the 
practical working of this provision 
it will not resuit in inflation. 
“The Comptroller of the 
rency informs me that: 

“This section of the bill runs 
counter to the general plan estab- 
lished through the Federal reserve 
act intended gradualiy to do away 
with an inflexible bond secured 
currency and represents a back- 
ward step in currency and banking 
legislation but in view of the fact 
that the provisions are limited to a 
three-year period I do not feel jus- 
tified in recommending that the 
bill be vetoed, more especially as 
it is a rider to an important and 
constructive piece of legislation to 
which it bears no relation.’ 

“I do not, therefore, feel that the 
amendment is such as would war- 
rant refusal to approval the mea- 
sure which means so much to hun- 
dreds of thousands of home ovn- 
ers, is such a contribution to their 
relief; such a contribution to es- 
tablishment of home ownership; 
and such an aid to immediate in- 
crease of employment.”

“The body was never refused by 
us, Mrs. Caruthers wrote, “as it 
was never offered to us. We were 
asked to pay a stipulated price for 
the delivery. of the body at Wentz- 
ville but did not have the money 
and could not obtain it in such a 
short time.” 

Mrs. Caruthers said if it had 
been financially possible the boy 
would have been buried in Wentz- 
ville, instead of in a pauper’s 
grave by St. Louis County. She 
added that “none of our family has 
ever accepted the theory it was sui- 
cide.” ’ 

“In view of the fact that half 
the world is starving.“ Mrs. Ca- 
ruthers concluded, “why should 


we be condemned for not being 


able to do something we could not 
pay for?“ 


BOYS. AND YOK 
MAN ARE DROWNED 


One Lad’s Body Found in 
Municipal Pool After He 
Fails to Appear for Sup- 
per. 


Two East St. Louis boys were 
drowned yesterday, one in the mu- 


nicipal swimming pool in Jones 
Park and the other in the Missis- 
sippi River, and an East St. Louis 
man lost his life when swimming 
in Lake Park, as thousands sought 
relief from the heat in swimming 
and bathing. 

The dead: 

Marvin, 39-year-old. son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Goldenberg of 
1610 Henrietta avenue. 

Everett, 11-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Potter, 129 
North Fifth street. 

James  Higi, 23, 1020 Market 
avenue. 

The body of the Goldenberg boy 
was found in shallow water in the 
Jones Park pool after his father 
went there when he failed to come 
home for supper. With a com- 
panion the boy had gone to the 
pool at the opening hour, 2 p. m. 
When he failed to appear at his 
home by 6 p. m., an hour after 
closing time, the father investi- 
gated and found one of the lockers 
at the pool was still locked: .The 
body was found a few minutes la- 
ter. 

Victim Pushed From Pier. 
The Potter boy was drowned at 

4 p. m. in the Mississippi River 
near the eastern end of Eads 
Bridge. His companions, Ross 
Timmons, 22 North Sixth street, 
and Arthur Davis, 512 State street, 
told East St. Louis police that they 
were playing on a bridge pier near 
the water level with an older boy 
who pushed all three into deep 
water. 

Young Timmons was rescued by 
the older boy and the Davis boy 
was able to swim back to the pier, 
but Everett Potter, able to swim 
only a few strokes, sank and did 
not reappear. The older boy was 
described as being about 15 years 
old and wearing a red bathing suit, 

The body of the Potter boy was 
recovered by divers today, near the 
point where he sank. He was a 
pupil of the Webster School. Sur- 
| viving him, besides his parents, are 
two brothers and two sisters. 


Man Tried to Swim Channel. 


Higi died after he had been 
taken to shore by James Barrett of 
1114 Piggott avenue, East St. Louis, 
who answered his call for help as 
he sank in the middle of the 300- 
foot channel connecting the two 
large lakes in Lake Park. 

Only a fair swimimer, he had at- 
tempted to swim across the chan- 
nel against the advice of his twin 
brother, Jacob, soon after eating a 
late luncheon. Brought to shore 
unconscious, he was bleeding from 
the mouth and appeared to be suf- 
fering from convulsions of the 
stomach, his brother said. He died | 
a few minutes later and a physi- 
clan worked over him for several 
hours. 

Higi, an unemployed electrician’s 
helper, is survived also by another 
brother, two sisters and his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. George Higi.

MILK PRODUCERS SEEK 
HIGHER SHARE OF SALE PRICE 


Conference Will Be Called by Sani- 
tary Association; Sprdad 
Now 6.13 Cents. 

A price conference to attempt to 
obtain for farmers a larger share 
of the 10 cents a quart which St. 
Louisans pay for milk win be 
called by the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers, its directors announced fol- 
lowing a meeting yesterday with 
farm advisers of Missouri and IIli- 
nois counties near St. Louis. 

Milk ought to be retailing here 
at 9 cents a quart on the basis of 
rresent prices to farmers, declared 
E. W. Tiedeman, president of the 
producers. A report presented at} 
the meeting indicated a 6.13-cent 
spread between the farmers’ price 
of $1.74 a hundred pounds for base 
milk, for fluid use, and the dairies’ 
price of 10 cents a quart delivered 
to the consumer. 

We have 15 cows on my farm,” 
remarked Tiedeman. The only 
house is occupied by the hired 
man, and we live in Belleville, 
where we buy our milk at 9 cents 
a quart. Last month my milk 
check was $67 for 15 cows, while 
my milk bill was $13 for a family 
of six. Something wrong about 
that.” 

Tiedeman said that the 6.13-cent 
spread was probably fully as large 
for dairies which do not buy on 
the base and surplus plan, but pay 
a flat price for all milks prevalent- 
ly 3128 a hundred pounds in St. 
Louis,

N. C. Havenga, South African 
Minister of Finance,’ emphasized 
that South Africa could not sub- 
scribe to the theory of a self-con- 
tained and isolated British Empire, 

“None of its members,“ he said, 
“can exist by trade within the 
Commonwealth alone. If our in- 
dustries are to survive, tariff walis 
are inevitable, but it is our duty to 
see how far they can be lowered or 
where preferential entries can be 
made through those walls.” 

Approval by Other Dominions. 

As to the rest of the dominions 
the proposal of Prime Minister 
Bennett of Canada, made in open- 
ing the conference yesterday to 
lower Canada’s own tariff walls for 
British Empire products was re- 
ceived with approval, at least in 
principle. 

Stanley. Baldwin, head of the 
British delegation, said Great Brit- 
ain would have to kéep world trade 
in mind and that “however great 
our resources, we cannot isolate 
ourselves from the rest of the 
world.“ 1 

The heads of delegations decided. 
to appoint five committees to plan 
the work of the conference. There. 
with the committee on promotion of 
trade within the Commonwealth, 
customs administration, commercial 

lations with foreign countries, 

onetary and financial questions 
and methods of economic co-opera- 
tion. 

Each delegation will meet, sepa- 
rately to nominate members to 
serve on these committees. 

American observers noted with 
particular interest Bennett's change 
of front since the 1930 conference 


he refused tariff preference pro- 
posals which would have permitted 
Great Britain to cut in on Canadian 
industries. 

Now, however, with Great Britain 
equipped with a tariff policy of its 
own and able to dictate terms, Ben- 
nett seemed ready to offer to make 
industrial sacrifices to save the 
Canadian farmers, who contribute 
65 per cent of the exports to Great 
Britain even now and in normal 
times 80 per cent. 

Even with the present low prices 
for farm products the Canadian 
farmers accounted for 36 per cent 
of the dominion’s entire income 
from exports during the last fiscal 
year. | 

One of the most important sub- 
jects in the agricultural discussion 
is bacon. It was understood today 


a proposal.to place a tariff on for- 


eign bacon entering Great Britain 
was being considered seriously and 
it was thought here that substantial 
preference to the dominions would 
be a great boon to the packing in- 
dustry of Canada. 

The principal request from the 
Canadian livestock industry is that 
the restrictions against Canadian 
cattle ‘entering British markets be 
removed, so as to place Canada’s 
cattle on the same basis as Irish 
cattle. In Jive cattle, Ireland is 
Canada’s only real competitor in 
the British market. 

How Loss Might Occur. 

Canada already dominated the

HEARINGS ON THE ST. LAWRENCE 


Dispute Over Limitation on Lake 
Water Diversion Regarded by 
Borah as Important.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Dis- 
pute over the limitation on water 
diversion from the Great Lakes 
provided by the St. Lawrence wa- 
terways treaty is regarded by 
Chairman Borah of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee as 
one of the major. obstacles con- 
fronting the new pact. 

Chicago interests are ‘eading the 
fight against this. provision and for- 
mal protests from that city have 
been received by President Hoover 
and members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations investigating committee. 

The question has arisen in the 
minds of some of the committee 
members whether the Lake Mich- 
igan diversion limit is not a purely 
domestic rather than an interna- 
tional question. 

Senator Borah expects the in- 
vestigating committee to start 
hearings probably in September and 
in view of the dispute ver the 
water diversion limit he is inclined 
to favor holding hearings in Chi- 
cago. 

The power question, already in- 
volving an issue between New York 
State and the Government, also is 
regarded by Borah as requiring se- 
rious attention. 


BRAZILIAN FEDERALS DEFEAT 
REBELS IN TWO CLASHES 


Leader of Insurgents at Pouso 
Alegre Is Among Those 
Slain. 
RIO. DE JANEIRO, July 22.— 


The Government announced today 
that Federal troops, moving against 


the rebel forces in Sao Paulo State, 
had occupied the city of Pouso Ale- 
gr¢, in Minas Geraes, near the Sao 
Paulo border. 

The rebels lost several killed and 
injured in the battle, it. said, and 
abandoned a quantity of war ma- 
terials. 

A radio dispatch from Sao 
Paulo intercepted here said among 
those killed was Fernao Seles, com- 
mander of the rebel troops at Pou- 
so Alegre. 

The battle took place in Minas 
Geraes State near the Sao Paulo, 
frontier and extended a distance ot 
60 miles from Pouso Alegre to 
Ourofino. It lasted eight hours, 
from 2 a. m. to 10 a. m. 

The rebels. in their retreat, 
abandoned machine guns and also 
the bodies of their wounded, the 
dispatch said.

Directors of reliet agencies in St. 
Louls County affiliated with the 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment will meet at Clayton 
late today to consider what can be 
done to raise additional funds. 

The county relief agencies are 
confronted with the same problem, 
although on not 80 great a scale, 
as was presented to the Committee 
of 71 appointed in St. Louis last 
week by Mayor Miller. That com- 
mittee recommended a $2,000,000 
Federal loan and a $4,600,000 bond 
issue for unemployment relief in 
St. Louis, but none of this money 
could be spent in the county, 

Charles Meyer, a director of St. 
Louis County Welfare Association, 
said he would propose to those at- 
tending the meeting that they ask 
Gov. Caulfield to apply for a $500,- 
000 Federal relief loan in behalt 
of the county. 

The Welfare Association, St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, and Webster 
Groves Chapter of the American 
Red Cross are the three Citizens’ 
Committee agencies in the county. 
All have severaly curtailed relief 
extended to the needy and are ac- 
septing only the most urgent cases. 

In its report to Mayor Miller 
which led to the appointment of 
the Committee of 71, the Citizens’ 
Committee estimated that the 
county agencies would need about 
$113,900 more than their present 
resources to continue in full opera- 
tion from July to December. 

St. Louis County Court has ap- 
propriated $20,000 to the Citizens’ 
Committee, for use in the county, 
but no contributions of public 
funds have been received from 
county municipalities. 

A bill increasing the gasoline tax 
of University City from % cent a 
gallon to 1 cent ts before the Board 
of Aldermen of that community.

Federation to Begin Fight to Cor- 
rect “Inequities” in Economy 
Bill. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 22 
—The American Federation of La- 
bor Executive Council criticised 
yesterday the interpretation of the 
five-day work week and furlough 
provisions of the Federal economy 
bill made recently by United. States 
Comptroller-General J. R. McCarl.

HOUSE BUILT 790A 
FOUND IN ARIZONA 


Date Fixed by Tree Rings— 
Early in Pueblo 
Civilization. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The 
dated history of the country now 
occupied by the United States was 
pushed back to the year 790 to- 
day, with anzouncement by the 
Smithsonian’ I:stitution that a 
house, identified as having been 
built that year, has been found 
by an archeological expedition near 
the Puerce River in Eastern Ari- 
zona.” ~ 

The tree-growth rings in the roof 
timbers made it possible to fix the 
date of the house as surely as 


though 790 A. D.“ had been 
carved on the cornerstone, said Dr. 
Frank H. H. Roberts Jr., leader 
of the expedition. 

This was done by comparing the 
growth rings with the tree-ring 
calendar invented by Dr. A. E. 
Douglass of the University of Ari- 
zona. The calendar shows how 


tree rings have varied in thickness} 


each year for many centuries. past. 
Finding a series of rings in the 
calendar that matches the rings in 
a trees shows when the tree grew. 
The timbers,: with their rings, 
had been preserved through 11 cen- 
turies because they were charred 
by a fire that destroyed part of the 
house. The roof collapsed, pre- 
serving a complete set of house 
furnishings of the style of 790 A. 
D. The house was little more than 
a shallow pit roofed over with 
poles, brush and plaster. 
Knowing the date of the old 
house is important, archeologists 
say, because it was built almost at 
the beginning of the rise ot the 
Pueblo civilization, one of the most 
remarkable in the new world be- 


fore the coming of the Whites.

The Standard Oil Co; of New Jersey, 
which adopted a 40-hour week this month, reports 
it is giving jobs to many more employes, with a 
slight reduction in its $92,000,000 annual payroll. 
Numerous concerns have adopted the plan, some as 
an emergency measure, others with the announce 
ment that it is to be a permanent policy. Of course, 
the ultimate value of the shorter hours depends on 
maintaining current wage scales; but in the present 
crisis, when the urgent problem is getting men back 
to work, reduction in individual earnings is prefer- 
able to widespread unemployment. 

However, to quote Mr. Green, This problem is one 
which single companies or industries cannot solve 
within their own jurisdiction.” Hence, the Labor 
Federation hopes to succeed in a movement for 
shorter hours on a national scale. It calls for an as- 
sembly of the pertinent facts and figures by a Fed- 
eral agency, for the guidance of employers. It urges 
the President to use his influence toward obtaining 
the co-operation of business.

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MINE WHISTLES BLOWING. 

Despite the miners’ 2-to-1 rejection of the 35 basic 
wage scale, work is returning to the Illinois coal 
fields. Union officials at Springfield estimate that 
about 10,000 members of their locals, or one-fourth 
of the union miners in the State, are now employed 
on the basis of the old scale of 56.10. This is not- 
withstanding the fact that the contractual obligation 
of the operators to pay the higher scale ended March 
31, with the expiration of the last agreement. 

Meanwhile, the operators have renewed their ef- 
forts to bring the controversy to adjustment. When 
the miners will renew their activity along this line 
remains to be seen.

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. PROHIBITION AND THE SALOON. 

We print in the letter column today a communica.

This is not the case. We are no more in favor of 
saloons than the friends of prohibition are in favor 
of speakeasies, There are some 3000 speakeasies and 
beer flats in St. Louis, ‘but we do not charge that the 
friends of prohibition put over the eighteenth amend- 
ment so we could have all these speakeasies and beer 
Flats. 5 

We are opposed to a constitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the saloon because we want to take the 
liquor question out of the Constitution. We are op- 
posed to any such legislation in an instrument not de- 
signed for that purpose. We want to revive the sov- 
ereignty of the states, which are fully competent to 
take care of the liquor problem. We want to take the 
Federal policeman out of the scurvy business of pry- 
ing into the lives of the people everywhere and ¢ry- 
ing to enforce a Federal law in communities where 
popular sentiment is against it.

Yet I suspect that when enough time Has 
passed to bring this present into perspective, 
the historians will see a renewal of energy 


where we see a breakdown of achievements, _ 


and that they will see continuity where we 
see abrupt change. 
For what is the chief human fact behind 


all this liquidation of old arrangements, of 


old prestige, of old reputations and of old 
interests? Is it not the clearing away of 
rigid accumulations And of the hardened 
consequences of misjudgments that would, 
if they endured, block and constrict the en- 
terprise of the generation which is now on 
the threshold of life? 


/ 


This is a hard time for those who are ir- 
revocably committed to these establish- 
ments, It is a cruel and bitter time for 


those who are the present victims of dis- 


order. But for the young and for those 
who are free in spirit, it is a time of libera- 
tion and of opportunity. For them there 
remains, come what may, their own energy 
and the richness of the earth, the heritage 
of invention and skill and the corpus of hu- 
man wisdom. They need no more. Their 
paths will be more open, and what in one 
light is a vast breakdown of hopes is in 
another light the clearing away of debts and 
rigidities and pre-emptions that would choke 
them on their way. 1 é 

In this large sense, depression and crisis 
are not the collapse of our system, but a 
furious purge. Conceivably a system can 
be devised which would be stable without 
accumulating an insupportable burden of 
vested interests, But until such a system 
comes into being, there is in every society, 
as we know, a fatal tendency to accumulate 
too many obligations, to let arrangements 
become rigid, to let those who have retired 
from active life acquire too large claims, to 
let the grip of the place holders become too 
strong, to let seniority and privilege block 
the advance of youth and enterprise. So 
there must come a time of liquidation. 

The changes which ensue bring new faces 
and new formulae and sometimes new sym- 
bols, and there is for a while a great libera- 
tion of energies. But the new men in their 


turn began to accumulate and to become 
set, and so the enduring changes ere far 


smaller than the apparent ones. The new 
men are less free than they thought, and 
they must compromise their wishes with 
the inexorable necessities of man's exist- 
ence on this planet and his ancient consti- 
tution. So the permanent forms of human 
life and of national existence change far 
less than it would seem that they must 
change when everything seems to be mov- 
ing; for while nothing human is eternal, it 


is also true that nothing in the deeper pat- 
_ terns of human relations is easily altered. 


Thus no one springtime lasts very long, 


and no winter; and though nothing endures, 


the sap again rises to renew mortality.

Baked Dumplings. 


This is the season when we can 
be lavish in the use of fruit, and 


although most fruit is at its best 
in its natural state, there are times 
when we want it cooked. For in- 
stance, ' fruit ‘dumplings from 
cooked fruit are éne of the culin- 
ary joys of summer. Boiled, 
steamed or baked they add much 
to à meal, and in fact may bo used 
to make the meal—a dumpling 
with lots of fruit and accompanied 
with a glass of buttermilk or sweet 
milk, makes a substantial’ and in- 
expensive lunch. 

Boiled fruit dumplings are old- 
fashioned favorites, and are good 
made from blackberries, early ap- 
ples and plums 

Boiled Dumplings. 

All of these boiled dumplings are 
made in the same way—varying 
the amount of fruit, water and 
sugar used. ‘Let’s take blackber- 
ries as our example. These are 
fine as a desert to eke out a light 
weight meal. You won't be able 
to eat much else if you serve good- 
ly portions of them! 

Pick over and wash a quart of 
blackberries. Put them in a deep 
saucepan with two cups water. 
Heat to the boiling point, boil slow- 
ly for five minutes, then stir in one 
cup sugar. Meanwhile sift one 
and one-half cups flour with one- 
half teaspoon salt and two tea- 
Rub in 
three tablespoons shortening and 
when well blended stir in two- 
thirds cup cold water or milk, or 
enough to make a dough that is 
just too soft to handle but that can 
be dropped from a spoon. Drop 
large teaspoonsful of dumplings 
into boiling fruit, cover closely and 
boil slowly for 10 minutes. Lift 
dumplings to a deep platter or 
deep saucers and surround with 
the fruit and juice. Serve warm. 
Serves four to six depending on 
whether used for dessert or lunch- 
eon. 

Peaches and apples are peeled, 
sliced and stewed for five to eight 
minutes in enough water to make 
Add sugar to 
sweeten before dropping in the 
dumplings, but be careful not to 
get the mixture too sweet. Plums 
are cut in half, the pits removed, 
but the fruit is not peeled. 

Steamed Dumplings. 

Steamed dumplings are made in 
a different way. Use; the same 
dumpling mixture, but add just 
enough water to make a stiff 
dough that can be rolled out. Roll 
to a seant one-fourth inch thick- 
ness, keeping the dough oblong or 
square in shape. Cut in pieces six 
inches long by three inches wide. 
Put a large spoonful of any kind 
of berries, or of sliced peaches or 
apples, or halved plums, on lower 
half of the dough, and sprinkle 
with sugar to sweeten. If fruit is 
very juicy sprinkle a little flour 
over sugar. Fold dough over ber- 
ries and pinch edges firmly in

Baked Dumplings, 

Baked dumplings are different 
in texture and flavor to either of 
the others just given. Both steamed 


and boiled dumplings are moist; 


baked are drier. Sift two cups 
flour with one-half cup teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, two 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder. 
ening and add just enough milk 
or water to make a dough that 
can be rolled out on a floured 
board. Roll to a scant one-fourth 
inch thickness and cut the same 
as steamed dumplings. Put two 
halves of a peach, a whole cored 
apple, two or three ripe, pitted 
apricots, or a large spoonful of 
any of the berries or pitted cher- 
ries mixed with sugar to sweeten 
and a little flour on each piece of 
dough. . 

Fold dough over the fruit, pinch 
the edges togethér and place in a 
greased baking pan, placing the 
dumplings close together. Sprinkle 
one-fourth cup sugar over them, 
dot with two tablespoons butter 
and pour one-third cup water in 
the pan around the dumplings. 
Bake in a hot oven—450 degrees 
—for 10 minutes, reduce the heat 
to 375 degrees, or a moderate 
temperature, and cook 20 to 35 
minutes longer. according to the 
fruit used. Baste several times 
with the juice in the pan. Serve 
warm, plain or with cream or hard

SMALL LUNCHEON CLUB == 


Chicken Pie es F. Gtape Fruit. 
Date Salad for Lim- 
ited Meal.

A woman who belong to a small 
luncheon club asks for a menu of 
two dishes, as each member is lim- 
ited to this when it comes her turn 
to entertain. 

We suggest chicken pie which is 
“filling” and always well liked. 
With coffee or iced drinks, and 
crisp bits ef celery it will do well 
for the first course. 

Then there are a number of sum- 
mer gelatine salads which may be 
served nicely as a combined salad 
and dessert—a rather new one is 
grapefruit and date salad, recipe for’ 
which follows: 

Chicken Pie. 

Select a plump stewing chicken, 
and have it cut in pieces for setv- 
ing. Brown the pieces quickly in 
a little hot fat, then put in a ket- 
tle, cover with cold water, add an 
onion and one cup sliced celery. 
Simmer for one to one and a half 
hours or until the chicken is tender. 
Add two teaspoons salt after 30 
minutes cooking. 

When the chicken is tender, lift 
the pieces to a baking dish, tak- 
ing out some of the larger bones, 
or cutting the meat away from 
them. Thicken three cups of the 
gravy with four tablespoons flour 
and pour over the chicken. Cover 
with a rich biscuit crust rolled a 
scant half inch thick and bake in 
a hot oven for 35 minutes or until 


Biscuit Orust. 

Sift two cups flour with two tea- 
spoons baking powder and one- 
half teaspoon salt. Rub in one- 
half cup shortening, working it into 
the flour until well blended. Add 
cold water to make a stiff dough, 
turn out on a floured board and 
pat and roll to a scant half-inch 
thickness. 

Try to keep dough as nearly ase 
possible in the shape of baking 
dish when rolling it out. Fit over 
baking dish, pinching dough firmly 
to the edge of the dish. Cut two or 
three slits in the crust before bak- 


Grapefruit and Date Salad. 

Drain a can of grapefruit, keep- 
ing the pieces of fruit whole. Mix 
the juice with the juice of a lemon, 
one-half cup water and two table- 
spoons sugar. Soak wo  table- 
scpoons plain gelatine in one-fourth 
cup cold water for five minutes, 
then dissolve over hot water. When 
completely dissolved, stir into the 
fruit juice. 

Cut pitted dates in half, length- 
wise, and arrange alternate sections 
of grapefruit and halves of dates 
in a circle in small molds that 
have been oiled and rinsed with 
cold water. Cool the gelatine until 
beginning to thicken, pour a lit- 
tle in on top of the grapefruit and 
dates. Chill, then fill the molds 
with che fruit and liquid. Chill for 
several hours, turn out on lettuce 
and serve with mayonnaise. Gar- 
nish with thin slices of reserved 
ginger. 


SWEDISH TEA ROLLS 


Two cups sifted flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, half tea- 
spoon salt, half cup butter or other 
shortening, two-thirds cup milk, 
one-third cup sugar, one teaspoon 
cinnamon. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
again. Cut in shortening. Add 


milk gradually until soft dough is 


formed. Roll one-third inch thick 
on slightly floured board.
